THE COMBT UP 1839.—This new comet, 


discovered by M TempeUt Venice about 
the beginning of April last, lias been obi'er- 
ved at Home by Father Secchi, and at 
Paris by M. Y. Ton Villarceau. It has 
been rapidly approaching the sun, and but 
a few ciays ago was only about 8,000,000 
of leagues from it. 
Since the 29tli uit., 


however, it has begun to recede at the rate 
of 2,000,000 of leagues in 24 hours, or 2- 
leagues per second, being a velocity at leasi 
200 times greater than that of a cannon- 
ball. This velocity is, indeed, gradually 
declining; nevertheless, enough of ii remain's 
to carry thf comet to u distance ofaC.OOO,- 
000 of leagues Irom the 
sun. 
As to the 


distances of the comet from the earth, its 
nearest approach, which occurred on the 
24th of April, was to within 20,000,000 ol 
leagues. At present iis distance is about 
•12,000,000 
of leagues distant from oui 


globe.
